DETAILED ACTION 

This is the third office action for US Application 10/743,215 for a Label Holder for 
a Shelf Price Channel. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 1 , line 4, after 
"therebetween;", the following has been inserted: - - wherein the back panel is opaque, 
the label holder constructed as co-extruded polyvinyl chloride, butryrate, provista or 
acrylonitrile butadiene styrene (ABS), - -. Claim 8 has been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 and 9-16 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a label holder with a front panel 
and an opaque back panel connected at the bottom of the front panel to form a cavity 
between the panels, a top flange proximate a top portion of the back panel, and a shelf 
clip portion joined to the top flange and spaced rearward of the back panel, the clip 
having an upward retaining flange and a downward angled portion terminating in a 
catch flange and a curved resilient hinge portion extended from the downward angled 
portion and wrapping around the catch flange. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably
